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Tentative

In an attempt to curb rising stu- 
dent debt, the Know Before You Owe 
Act of 2012 has been introduced to 
supplement the U.S. Department of 
Education’s new financial aid shop- 
ping sheet. 

The bill aims to better educate stu- 
dents on their financial aid options. 

Introduced by Senators Dick Dur- 
ban (D-IL) and Tom Harkin (D-IA), 


the bill would require universities 
and colleges advise students on the 


differences between federal and pri- 
vate loans, as well as require private 
lenders to contact the borrower’s 
school to verify enrollment and the 
cost of attendance. 

According to a statement made by 
Durban, two-thirds of students who 
take out private loans are not aware 
of the benefits that federal student 
loans have to offer. These benefits 
include fixed interest rates, manage- 
able repayment options and defer- 
ment and forbearance in times of 
economic hardship. 

“With student loan debt at a record 
level, we must empower students to 
make informed decisions about how 
they finance their education, espe-

Website names CSULB professor No. 15 in the nation 


The anthropology 
professor thought the 
ranking was a hoax.

Ratemyprofessors.com is not al- 
ways known for its glowing accolades, 
yet this popular online site has nanied 
a Cal State Long Beach professor as 
one of the best in the nation. 

Thomas Douglas, an anthropol- 
ogy lecturer at CSULB, was ranked 
No. 15 in the nation on the website’s 
Highest Rated University Profes- 
sor’s List, which was released last 
Wednesday. 

“It’s nice to know students appreci- 
ate your classes,” Douglas said. 

Douglas has been a CSULB fac- 


ulty member since 1999, in addition to 
teaching classes at University of Cali- 
fornia, Irvine. 

Douglas said he was preparing his 
syllabi for fall semester when rate- 
myprofessors.com emailed him 
about the big news. ; 

“At first, I- thought the email was 
spam,” he said. “I did not realize it 
was actually legitimate. I thought 
they were trying to get my personal 
information.” 

Douglas said he didn’t realize the 


- email was legitimate until the website 


notified CSULB of his nomination. 

Douglas said that he does not usu- 
ally frequent the website to see what 
students say regarding his classes 
and teaching methods, but after re- 
ceiving this recognition, he visited 
the website to read a few student 
comments. 

“The comments are very humbling 
and flattering,” Douglas said. “Despite . 
all the nice comments, the negative 
ones are the ones that stick with you

the most.” : 

Douglas said he does not let the 
negative comments affect the way he 
teaches in class. 


Despite the ranking, Douglas said 
he does not think he teaches better 
than any other professor in the depart- 
ment and attributed his success to his 
Colleagues and the university. 

“We have a lot of great professors 
at the university, and I would like for 
them to be recognized for some of the 
hard work that they do throughout the 
course of the semester,’ Douglas said.

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Nine ASI 
Senators 
abstain in 
voting 
Senators were asked 


to be more informed 
at today’s meeting.

In an effort to move forward a res- 
olution in support of Proposition 30 
at the Associated Students, Inc. sen- 
ate meeting, almost half of the senate 
abstained from the vote — a vote that 
ASI President John Haberstroh said 
shouldn’t even be a second guess. 

Cal State Long Beach’s ASI is 
one of the few remaining Cal State 
University student-governments that 
has yet to support the proposition. 
The resolution passed on its first and 


second readings at the meeting last 
Wednesday and is scheduled for its 


third and final reading at the meet- 
ing today. 

Prop. 30, which includes Gov. Jer- 
ry Brown’s tax initiative, proposes 
temporary increases on both Cali- 
fornia sales tax and income taxes for 


~ people earning more than $250,000 


per year. The tax measure would help 
maintain state funding for the CSU 
system, but if it fails to pass this No- 
vember, the CSU will face a $250 
million trigger cut. 

In its share of the trigger, CSULB 
will lose approximately $13 million 
from its budget. According to Haber- 
stroh, losing that amount is equiva- 
lent to shutting down an entire col- 
lege. 

“Goodbye to the faculty, the class- 
es and everything else,” he said. 

Haberstroh said he was both 
surprised and discouraged by the 
number of abstentions. Nine- sena- 
tors voted in favor of the resolution, 
“Support of Proposition 30, Gover- 
nor Brown’s Tax Initiative,” and one 
voted against it. 

College of Engineering Sena- 
tor Alex Sanchez said he was con- 
cerned the bill would have an ad- 
verse effect on small businesses in 
California. 

Senator at-Large Manuel Nieto 
said he had never seen so many ab- 
stentions on a resolution in his three 
years with ASI. Nieto voiced his 
frustration to the senate when he ex- 
plained why abstentions were one of 
his “pet peeves.” 

“There are only two reasons that 
one should abstain: one is due to a 
conflict of interest, and two, because 
you have no idea what’s going on,” 
Nieto said. 

In the past five years, the CSU has 
lost about $1 billion in state support, 
according to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis. 

Until ASI passes the resolution, 
senators cannot contact legislators or 
participate in advocacy supporting 
Prop. 30.

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New bill promises collective 
bargaining for grad assistants

Research assistants from the Uni- 
versity of California and California 
State University systems may soon be 
able to unionize. 

The California State Senate passed 
Senate Bill 259 — a bill aimed to ex- 
pand collective bargaining rights for 
more research assistants — on Aug. 
23 with a vote of 46-27. 

SB 259 would expand the definition 
of “employees” at universities, allow- 
ing research assistants not defined as 
employees to collectively bargain. 

The bill could impact up to 2,000 
CSU and 14,000 UC research assistants. 
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tion has displayed its support for Prop. 
30 by asking its members to advocate 
the tax initiative in classrooms. 

The California State Student As- 
sociation (CSSA), a student advocacy 
group, already approved a similar 
resolution more than six weeks ago. 
CSSA is comprised of representatives 
from the 23 CSU campuses and is the 
single voice for more than 412,000 


Current graduate assistants are sub- 
ject to the Higher Education Employer- 
Employee Relations Act’s (HEERA) 
definition of what is an employee. 

HEERA defines employees as re- 
search assistants who perform services 
that are “unrelated to their educational 
objectives,” according to the bill’s text. 

SB 259 would provide all research 
assistants with collective bargaining 
rights, regardless of whether their ser- 
vices are related to their objectives. 

The CSU currently recognizes the 
collective bargaining rights of several 
graduate assistant groups and would 
be in compliance with the bill if it is 
passed, according to CSU Spokesman 
Erik Fallis. 

The bill remains on Gov. Brown’s 
desk. It must be signed or vetoed by 
Sept. 30.

After the vote, Haberstroh ad- 
dressed the senate again during public 
comments, recommending senators 
“put [their] personal opinions aside 
and vote with the students in mind.” 

Haberstroh said that by abstain- 
ing, senators were “taking away the 
voices of thousands of students.” He 
then asked the senators to be better in- 
formed of Prop. 30 at the next meeting.

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~ (MCT) LOS ANGELES — It 
could take at least a week to wrestle 
the fire churning through, the Ange- 
les National Forest into submission, 
authorities said Monday as the blaze 
grew to 3,600 acres and injured five 
people, including at least two of the 
500-plus firefighters who had swarmed 
into the hills above Azusa, Calif. 

The blaze, which officials dubbed 
the Williams fire, erupted Sunday 
afternoon about three miles east 
of California 39, between Camp 
Williams Resort and Burro Canyon 
Shooting Park in the San Gabriel 
Mountains. 

By Monday evening, it was still 
only 5 percent contained, but no 
structures had been lost and none were 
threatened, Angeles National Forest 
spokesman Nathan Judy said. 

The most active front of the fire 
was moving north, toward Rattlesnake 
Canyon, Judy said. 

“And there’s nothing out there for it 


to get ahold of,” he said. “Nothing but 
fuel and vegetation.” 

Five people, including at least two 
firefighters, had been injured, Angeles 
National Forest Officer Angie Lavell 
said. 

Few details were available, though 
officials said none of the five required 
hospitalization. 

Officials said the fire might not be 
fully contained until next Monday. 


_Full containment would require crews 


to dig out, by hand, a fireproof strip of 
bare earth around the perimeter of the 
blaze. 

“It’s extremely steep and rugged 
terrain, and some of it is inaccessible,” 
Lavell said. “So it’s going to take a 
very long time.” 

The crews were receiving support 
from six helicopters and several air 
tankers. The cause of the fire remained 
under investigation. 

A burned car was found in the area, 
officials said, but it was unclear wheth- 


er the car was the source of the fire or 
had been consumed by the blaze. 

The fire was in an area that is 
popular with hikers and campers. 
Campgrounds in the area have drawn 
as many as 12,000 visitors on Labor 
Day weekends. 

Numerous public areas in the vicin- 
ity of the fire remained evacuated 
Monday, including campgrounds and 
picnic areas. 

Hundreds of people live in and 
around Camp Williams Resort, which 
includes.a campground, a mobile. 
home park and a restaurant. Evacu- 
ations were suggested there too, but 
“a few people have decided that they 
are going to stay,” said John Wag- 
ner,.a spokesman for the U.S. Forest 
Service. 

“J don’t think the Sheriffs Depart- 
ment is going to physically haul people 
out,” Wagner said.

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cially when it comes to the risks of pri- 
vate loans,” Harkin said in a statement. 

Cal State University: Spokesman 
Erik Fallis said that the CSU has been 
working closely with the Obama ad- 
ministration to guarantee financial aid 
transparency. 

“We send out all of the [financial aid] 
deadlines early, via email,” Fallis said. 


“We clearly encourage all students to 
apply for financial aid. The students 
who do not think they will qualify are 
often surprised when they do.” 

Fallis continued to say that the Know 
Before You Owe Act of 2012 is in its 
very early stages and focuses primarily 
on the relationship between the lender 
and borrower. 

“Tf notified of a private loan, the CSU 
will check if the student processed a 
federal application for student aid,” 


Fallis said. 

It is a student’s choice to seek aid 
from private lenders, but Fallis said that 
the CSU makes the effort to connect 
with students about exhausting federal 
aid first. 

Political science graduate student 
Stephanie Tan said that when she was 
an undergraduate student, she had a 
smooth financial aid process. 

“J never even considered private 
loans,” Tan said. “Cal State Long Beach 


made it very easy, and I understood that 
federal loans were my best option.” 

Tan, who took out subsidized Stafford 
loans, said ghe is glad she does not have 
to deal with the burden of private loans. 

Senior finance major Stanley Chan, 
who takes out federal loans for tuition 
and living expenses, said that he found 
the entire financial aid process almost 
self-explanatory. 

“T mean it’s all pretty easy and con- 
venient,” Chan said. “And it’s great be- 


cause you can pay off the loan once you 
finish school.” 

The U.S. Department of Education 
released a financial shopping sheet in 
September, which is designed to help 
students understand and compare the 
costs of attending various universi- 
ties.

they must be take at least 12 units a semester. Nothing could be 
more unsettling than having to crash at least four classes in a 
semester, fearing an early departure for home. 

It also doesn’t help that there are extra students on campus this 
semester. By adding roughly 1,500 students to counter CSULB’s 
enrolment closure next semester, there are more students scram- 
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bling for coveted classroom seats. 

This causes more headaches for everyone. 

Students in their early college careers should start preparing 
for some darker times. Our advice? Try to figure out your majors 
earlier so you can start taking the prerequisite classes needed to 
complete your required courses.

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Voter ID law in Texas would restrict the opportunity to vote

Terrorism in the U.S. is less of an issue than gang violence 


After 9/11, the government increased homeland 
security spending several times over. 

Protecting U.S. citizens from the blind hatred 
directed by terrorist organizations was, and 
should be, a top priority. But, with a sputtering 
economy and a record deficit, just how much 
money is enough? 

In March 2011, college professors Mark Stew- 
art and John Mueller published “Terror, Security, 
and Money: Balancing the Risks, Benefits, and 
Costs of Homeland Security.” It’s a compelling 
piece that analyzes just that — are our homeland 
security investments seeing returns that justify 
their immense costs? 

The answer is no. 

Domestic homeland security spending, accord- 
ing to their report, surged by $360 billion after 
9/11, with an additional $110 billion increase in 
intelligence expenditures aimed at neutralizing 
terrorists threat at home and overseas.

Moreover, they cited a 2008 piece titled 
“The Economics of Homeland Security,” whose 
author, Veronique de Rugy, claimed that home- 
land security expenditures outpaced spending 
on all other crime by $15 billion in the years 
after 9/11. 

That wouldn’t be a problem if the threat of ter- 
rorism was truly a threat at all. 
Yet, it isn’t, and insurance 

companies prove it. 

The insurance industry 
focused on probabilities: 
what are the odds a 20-year-old female with no 
tickets will get in a car accident? 

What are the odds you will die and your family 
will collect your life insurance? 

What are the odds of a cataclysmic terrorist 
attack like that seen eleven years ago? 

Stewart and Mueller collected insurance com- 
panies’ terrorism policies and found that in 2009,

a $303 million property could buy coverage for 
only $9,541 per year. 

Do the math, they say, and it shows that on 
average, insurers believe the probability of a ter- 
rorist attack to be one in 30,000. 

Is $470 billion too much to spend on such a low 
probability threat? 

Perhaps if no one else was killing U.S. citizens 
it would be justified. But 
that isn’t the case. 

A Center for Disease 
Control study released in 
January 2012 analyzed 17 major cities and found 
that between 2006 and 2008, 646 of 1,550 Los 
Angeles homicides were attributed to gang vio- 
lence. The same time frame saw 128 Long Beach 
homicides, with 52 attributed to gangs. 

If the goal is to save American lives, wouldn’t 
money be better spent on gang-prevention pro- 
grams?

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In two years Los Angeles County alone saw 
more deaths attributed to gang homicides than the 
entire country has seen in terrorist attacks in the 
11 years since 9/11. 

The problem is that one could say the reason 
the probability is so low is the large amount of 
money being spent to protect us from those at- 
tacks. 

One should keep in mind that no program 
should exist outside of objective analyzation. 

On 9/11, we had no military in Afghanistan 
and our intelligence on the region was minimal. 

Things have changed and so should our poli- 
cies. 

There are other threats to U.S. citizens and it 
shouldn’t matter if it’s a gang member or a terror- 
ist pulling the trigger.

Graphic designer-musician Scott Hansen neu- 
rologically shattered the Broadway Street tent 
“Saturday night with depth-defying downtempo 
and electronic beats. Less is more with minimal 
sounds, a silhouette stage presence and three- 
piece band. For an electronic artist, Tycho is 
something unique.

Not to be confused with the tennis player of the 


‘same name, this lanky singer-songwriter-producer 


sounds a lot like 80s legend Rick Astley. The Brit- 
ish musician is an electronic crooner who loves to 
sing about heartaches, as heard in his song “Limit 
To Your Love.” He’s among the league of British 
soulful voices such as the late Amy Winehouse and 
Jamie Woon, and he manages to make “dubstep” 
bearable. 


Beirut = 
Zach Condon and his band played melodic tunes, 
which sounded like a lullaby with an accordion and 
ukulele. As Beirut started to play their hits, the claus- 
trophobia of the large crowd became easy to ignore. 


Nicolas Jaar 

The 22-year-old KCRW favorite played slow, 
heavy basslines on his laptop alongside his saxo- 
phonist, guitarist and drummer. The tent was vi- 
brating to the Chilean-American’s “Space Is Only 
Noise” tune alongside glaring red, green and blue 
stage lights. 


M83 

Even for fans of Anthony Gonzales and his crew, 
the band of French nationals was a disappointment. 
M83’s stage presence was no better than their sub- 
par set at Coachella — it was nearly identical. High- 
lights included “Reunion,” “We Own The Sky” and 
“Midnight City” which was popularized in a Victo- 
ria’s Secret Commercial.

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LBSU to play nationally televised game at Texas A&M 


The 49ers will 

play the national 
powerhouse on FOX 
Soccer this Friday.

After a rollercoaster weekend, No. 16 
Long Beach State will travel to Texas, 
where it will face No. 14 Texas A&M in 
a nationally-televised matchup Friday 
night. 

The 49ers (4-1) dropped five spots in 
the National Soccer Coaches Associa- 
tion of America (NCSAA) Poll after a 
road loss to Brigham Young, but es- 
caped further damage by coming back 
to defeat Michigan at home. They must 
now endure their longest road stretch 
of the season: a four-game affair that 
starts with a pair of games in College 
Station, Texas. 

First up is Texas A&M, a side that 
will likely be the Beach’s toughest reg- 
ular-season opponent of the year. Texas 
A&M (4-1) is a soccer powerhouse that 
has advanced to the NCAA tournament 
each of the last 17 years. In those 17 
years, the Aggies have gone on to the 
second round 15 times, advanced to the 
Sweet 16 ten times and made the Elite 
Eight four times. 

“All of our opponents are tough, but 
[Texas A&M] presents a different chal- 
lenge,’ head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
said. “We want to test our team early in 
tough road environments and get good 
exposure.” : 

Leading the Aggies are forwards Kel- 
ley Monogue and Annie Kunz. To this 
point, they have combined for five goals 
and a third of the team’s shots on goal. 
Monogue was named to the preseason 
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Kelsey Wilson (18) delivers the game-winning strike against Michigan, earning head coach Mauricio Ingrassia the 100th win of his career. 


Hermann Trophy watch list, the same 
honor LBSU forward Nadia Link earned. 
Behind the two star forwards is a 
deep roster highlighted by defender 
Meghan Streight, who won numerous 
awards as a freshman in 2011 and was 
named to the Southeastern Conference 
Preseason Watch List this year. 
Capping off the ‘Niners weekend 
will be a Sunday morning match with 
North Texas. The Mean Green are still 
undefeated this year and are coming off 
a 6-0 dismantling of Texas Southern. 
Their 5-0 record is largely a product 
of a weak schedule, however, and they 


have yet to receive votes in the NCSAA 
poll as a result. 

For the 49ers, this weekend represents 
a chance to build up confidence on the 
road and improve their national ranking. 
The ‘Niners are still undefeated at home, 
but experienced a tough loss on the road 
last Thursday at BYU. After going 80 
minutes without scoring or allowing a 
goal, they gave up a penalty kick and the 
game’s only points within ten minutes of 
the end of regulation. 

“The BYU week was a short week,” In- 
grassia said. “Between the Baylor win and 
the BYU game, we only had one practice 


session. Hopefully this time we’ll be more 
prepared with three sessions.” 

After the loss, the 49ers returned 
home and. played an emotional game 
against Michigan in which they scored 
two goals in the final four minutes to 
earn Ingrassia his 100th career win. 

“Carrying this win and our energy 
over to that — I think we had so much 
more energy tonight than we did at 
BYU,” midfielder Kelsey Wilson said 
after the game. “That loss kind of put us 
in check and really showed us that we 
need to step up. I think this is a really 
great way to go to Texas A&M.” 


To win in Texas, LBSU will need 
more contributions from Link, who 
scored her first goal of the season on a 
penalty kick against Michigan. 

“She’s had plenty of opportuni- 
ties to have four or five goals by now, 
but this is soccer, and sometimes, that 
happens — you get streaky,” Ingrassia 
said. “It’s a streaky thing for a forward. 
Sometimes you’re on the right side of 
the streak, and sometimes you’re not.” 

Link’s breakthrough score may open 
the floodgates for the senior forward, 
who was among the nation’s leaders in 
goals last year.
